LAW GIVEN STUDY

Proposal Will Prohibit Use of 





Open Type Heaters and 
Old Tires 





‘An ordinance, which has as its 
= feature prchibiting the 


use Of garbage pails ag heaters 
and old auto tires as fuel, was 


given first reading by the Uplani 


city council last night. The pro- 
posal also calls upon growers to 
keep their heaters clean. 
discharging 
more than 144 grams of uncon- 
sumed carbon a minute is also 
prohibited but no provision is 
made for enforcing this feature of 
the act. The other features in 
the proposed city law can be en- 
forced with the present police 
personnel, no measuring device 
being necessary. 

Upland’s proposed measure is 
similar to the recently enacted 
county law regulating orchard 
ieaters except the \ county law 
allows only one gram of carbon 
being discharged. 

Due to lack of facilities, how- 
ever, the county will not attempt 
to measure the amount of smoke 
discharged by heaters. 

‘After weeks of deliberation, 
the council considered the modi- 
fied ordinance. City Attorney. Ed- 
ward E. Gray, who drafted the 
iaw, emphasized that the meas- 
ure is directed primbarily to curb 
the use of heaters that cannot be 
regulated and to prohibit the use

All Want Smudge Eliminated 


As the winter season approaches, all Southern California 
is showing more anxiety over the prospect of eliminating the 
smudge nuisance. Included in this vast number are not only 
those who do not have citrus property—but citrus ranchers are 


even more interested than the rest of us. * For they have a two 
fold loss—not only is heating groves an expensive operation, 
but the growers have in addition to this expense the same loss 
and expense of cleaning up their homes and replacing various 
articles that are ruined by the smoke. While those who own 
citrus property are not making as much fuss about the dam- 
age, we believe most of them will make an earnest effort to 
eliminate the smudge nuisance as much as possible. In fact, 
there have been a great many changes made in heaters in this 
community since the disastrous freeze of last winter—and 
others will replace the old, inefficient variety with the more 
modern and efficient ones as rapidly as they can do so. 

Several counties and a number of cities have enacted anti- 
smudge laws and others will no doubt do so. Upland city coun- 
eilmen are considering such an ordinance—and while they are 
desirous of enacting an effective law they also wish it to work 
as little hardship as possible upon the growers. A great ma- 
jority of growers are also acquicscing in the necessity for such 
2 measure, realizing that while most members of the industry 
will make every reasonable effort to cooperate in smudge elim- 
ination there is a small number—as is always true in any un- 
dertaking—who will have to be forced to comply with the reg- 
ulations. : 

In discussing the problem the San Bernardino Sun _ says 
editorially : ’ 

‘“‘Mhree of the four chief citrus fruit counties of the 
southland are preparing to enforce anti-smudge _ordi- 
mances. They are Los Angeles, San Bernardino and Riv- 
erside. It is expected that Orange county will adopt a like 
ordinance. 

“The measures seek to restrict the amount of carbon 
that heating pots may discharge, and thus greatly reduce 
the amount of smudge that hangs over Southern California 
during the occasional extreme cold periods. 

‘“There is no mistaking the determination of residents 
of Southern California to secure relief from the smudge 
nuisance. They are sympathetic with the citrus fruit grow- 
ers, as has been demonstrated during the decade or more 
when it was presumed smoke was an aid in combating frost. 
It is claimed by the sponsors of the movement against the 
smudge nuisance that the cost of changing old-fashioned 
pots is not excessive. 

“Since smoke is not an aid in dispelling frost, public 
sentiment now demands that it be eliminated. There has 
been no way to measure the damage by smudge to homes, 
to mercantile establishments, to the winter tourist business 
and to the public health. But no one would deny that in 
19387 the damage caused by smudge ran into millions of 
dollars. Some people speculate in estimates that it was 
more than the value of fruit saved. 

“‘Doubtless a period of several years will be required 
before smudge can be reduced to the point desired, but 
the public is expecting a marked improvement this year 
and leaders in the citrus fruit industry are striving to se- 
cure the action necessary.”’

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CIVIC CONFERENCE 
HAILED AS MAJOR 
EVENT AT CHAFFEY | 


Upland Woman’s Club will| 


Sponsor Event Next | 


Year | 


One of the most successful anal 
vitally interesting programs ever | 
held in the Chaffey district was 
the Civic conference that attract- 
ed 521 men and women Tuesday 
from many parts of the southland. 

Much more is known about the; 
war situation in China and the 
strife between the A. F. of L. and 
‘C. I. O. unions as the result of 
the ten addresses delivered by 
‘widely known scholars. 


Voorhis Speaks 

Outstanding feature of the af- 
ternoon program was the dra- 
matic address delivered by Con- 
gressman Jerry Voorhis on the 
“Labor Situation as Seen by a 
Congressman.” A new era is com- 
ing, he said, when employer and 
employe and master and servant 
will sit at the same table and 
discuss their mutual problems. 
Mr. Voorhis and the other speak- 
ers delved into the detailed opera- 
tions of the unions. C. J. Hag- 
gardy, president of the California 
Federation of Labor, said that in 
the past there have been ceces- 
gions from the A. F. of L. Such 
cecessions have failed and he pre- 
dicted the same fate for the lat- 
est cecession, the C. I. O. 

A. A..Heist, who argued on be- 
half of the C. I. O., said the issue 
was not a personal one between 
national heads of the two unions, 
but a conflict over the basis 
of organization. 

Arbitration Discussed 

Dr. J. L. Leonard, head of the 
department of economics, U. S. C., 
answered the question: ‘Is Arbi- 
tration the Answer?” by declar- 
ing it is only a temporary solu- 
tion.
